PHANTOM 
VILLAGE IN 
AUTO DEAD 
Nearly ersons Have 
Within Ten Years 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH} 

CHICAGO, Sept. 29.—Sipeeding 
automobiles, honking their way 
through Chicago for the past ten 
years, piling up twisten bodies 
spilling youngsters’ toys and scat- 
tering the books clutched by life- 
less school children, killed 4192 


persons. 

This is just twenty-three less 
than the total number of lives lost 
in five great disasters; Johnstown 
flood, Iroquois fire, Eastland, Lusi- 
tania and the Titanic. 

If the motors that have careened 
into old women crossing streets, 
fattened out 6b-year-old children 
into the curbs and run up on the 
sidewalk in pursuit of victims, 
could bring back to life their dead 
in the last decade. they would 
make a town with approximate 
population of Sycamore, or Wheat- 
on, or of St. Charlies, III. 

This phantom village of the au- 
tomobile’s dead would be about 
400 more than a war-time strength 
regiment. And it was only a sev 
enth of that number that com. 
posed the famous “Light Brigade“ 
which met death when it took the 
guns at Balaklava. 

The dead are buried. And the 
Coroner's office goes on recording 
figures. Since the first of January 
there have been 612 automobile 
killings here.

BERLIN, Sept. 29.— I have the 
situation well in hand and I feel 
able to carry out any order with 
my troops,” Minister of War Gess- 
ler said today. “I will use all the 
military force under my command.

crush absolutely all uprisings mer- 
clleasly 

“It i¢ immaterial to me which 
party tries to upset the national 
governmen whether extrentist 
whites or extremist reds, my or- 
ders are to suppress them with- 
out regard to who is behind them 
or their objectives. For the mo- 
ment I do not expect trouble, but 
| am prepared.” 

The national government hav- 
ing failed to take action in Ba- 
varia, the Socialists and labor 
unions today decided to try to 
paralyze the government through 
calling a general strike in Bavaria 
en Monday. A oe of the dic- 
tatorship is expected. 

At 5 this evening Die- 
tator Von Kahr defied the na- 
tional government, breaking the 
Arst order the War Minister sent-—— 
namely, forbidding Herr Hittler’s 
treasonable publications. 

At 10 o’clock tonight when the 
specter of civil war suddenly 
arose because the Berlin govern- 
ment made the order a vital is- 
sue, Dictator Von Kahr crawled. 

Nevertheless, a critical situation 
has arisen over Herr Von Kahr's 
first defiance and especially over 
his refusal to recognize Gen. Los- 
sow, military commissioner, as his 
superior. 

PLAN BLOOKADE . 

Until now the Berlin government 
has closed its eyes to Herr Von 
Kahr’s dictatorship, hoping he 
would recognize Gen. as 
his military superior, thus diplo- 
matically ending the intolerable 
situation.»

At 4 o’clock on the afternoon 
of the 13th inst., the date of the 
tragedy, Kels was accosted by an 
elderly hobo on his ranch. The 
hobo begged him for food and 
drink. 

Later the hobo, speaking with 
one of Kels’s employees, said that 
for several days he had nothing 
to eat but grapes. 

“Mr. Kels is going to take me 
to his home and give me food,” 
the hobo is said to have told 
Kels's worker just before Kels 
took him into his oar and ve 
away. Since then, the wanderer 
has not been seen. 

Between that time and 9 o'clock 
that night, Kels’s movements have 
either not been definitely traced, 
or the authorities do not wish to 
reveal results of their activities.

E. C. Seymour, Pioneer 
and Prominent Lawmaker 
of Nineties, is Buried

SAN BERNARDINO, Sept. 29. 
Funeral services for E. C. Seymour, 
ploneer California legislator, were 
conducted here today. Former 
Senator Seymour died at his sum- 
mer home in Huntington Beach 
late Thursday. He was 78 years 
of age. 

The Senator was one of Call- 
fornia’s famed and picturesque 


lawmakers of the early nineties, 


Coming to California in 1881, Bey- 
mour resided in Riverside for two 
years, then moved to San Ber- 
nardino. In 1888 he was elected 
Sherif of San Bernardino county. 
Two years later Col., Seymour was 
elected State Senator and par- 
ticipated in the stormy county di- 
vision battle by which Riverside 
county was created, For ten years 
Senator Seymour was an lafluential 
legislator, being identified with en- 
act ment of numerous measures at 
Sacramento. 

He was born in Oneonta, N. T. 
October 23, 1846. As a mere boy 
he enlisted in the Civil War, serv- 
ing with Union troops in Virginia 
throughout the struggle. Hes is 
survived by his widow, Mra. Martha 
M. Seymour, to whom he was mar- 
ried fifty-seven years ago; two 
daughters, Mra. J. W. Curtis of 
Los Angeles, wife of Justice J. W. 
Curtis of the California Court of 
Appeals; Mra. John Alego of Al- 
hambra, and two sona, George 
Seymour of Highland and Edward 
Seymour of Hinckley.

Failure of Power Body to 
Rush Preliminaries Lai 
to Third-Street Project 


Contractor James A. Hill, who ts 
building the Second-street tunnel, 
vosterday directly laid at the door 
of the Power Bureau most of the 
blame for the delay in lowering 
the grade of Hill street and re- 
paving the street between First 
and Third streets, as required 
under his contract to bulld the 
tunnel. Contractor Hill cited 
the case of where Power 
Rureau men had, after long de- 
lays, dug a trench in Hill street 


near Second street and then went 


away leaving the trench filled with 
loose dirt. Hill telephoned the 
bureau and after more delays, the 
22 Hill mid yesterday, sent 
a crew of ten men and a foreman 
to pour water from a hose in « 
200-foot trench. This crew worked 
one-half day, Mr. Hill said. on a 
job that would have taken one 
man two hours to accor plish. 
“The Power Bureau,’ said Mr. 
Hill, “tries te give the impression 
that it has used speed in the work 
‘of laying conduits, which work 
had to be done before I could re- 
pave’ the street. The fact is that 
on December 6, 1922, I told the 
Board of Public Works to notify 
all utilities companies, including 
the Power Bureau, to do all their 
repair work on Hill street at once 
as I must start lowering the street 


and repaving it not later than 
April 1, last. I was held up 
until after July 1. The worst of- 


fender was the Bureau of Power 


and Light. In one case the Power 
Bureau men Sauled away three 
loads of dirt and quit, leaving my 


men to hau! away thirty-five loads 


in order that the work would not 
be delayed. 

“The Power Bureau tries to give 
the impression that it did its re- 
pair and replacement and exten- 
sion work on Hill street promptly. 
Such is not the case. The bureau 
ien’t through on Hill street yet, 
and I have been notified that it 
intends to place a manhole on Hm 
street directly at the entrance to 
the tunnel, and that this opening 
will be fourteen by twenty-eight

But 
the empires that sprang from it 
to the west and east were only the 
results of a fiesia that left the idea 
of reunion perpetually active: the 
Hof Roman Empire, the Czardom, 
the imperialism of Napoleon, even 
the Austrian and the Hohensollern 
Empires, were all logically and le- 
gitimately the products of the orig- 
inal empire, legitimately empires 
in origin and intention, attempts 
to recover a universal sway; parts 
in a great dreary futile Buropean 
Arama on which at last in these 
Gays the curtain falls. 

There has indeed only been one 
real empire in the wor this that 
centered upon Rome and the Med- 


VIII, for example, was 
candidate against Charles 
the King of France, but the role 
of Britain therein has generally 
been a marginal one.

ocean. What we call today the 
British Empire is a new thing and 
a Gifferent thing than the Roman 
Empire, created by new and great- 
er forces and deserving an en- 
tirely distinctive name. 

The fifteenth and sixteenth cen- 
turies saw a great process of 
change in human conditions that 
has been going on until the pres- 
ent time. From the point of view 
of one who discusses political or 
economic agglomerations the most 
important thing in that great rev- 
olution has been the development 
of new means of communication 
between mar and man. That rev- 
olution began with the appearance 

the ocean-going sailing ship and 
of printed paper; it reaches its 
climax nowadays in wireless teleg- 
raphy and the airplane. 


MAKE CHANGE 


It is now a commonplace, 
though for many historians and 


es. scholars it is quite a recent discov- 


ery, that any change in communi- 
cations involves new economic, 
strategic and political adjustments. 
For a score of centuries the horse, 
the horse-drawn vehicle, the hand- 
made highroad, the parchment 
document, the public speaker and 
vocal teacher and a feeble coastal 
shipping had been the limiting 
conditions of statecraft. Under these 
conditions the idea of the empire 
had been the highest political idea 
in men's minds. Now, however, in 
that age of renascence, the ocean 
which had been an ultimate bar- 
rier became almost suddenly a 
highway and the printed book and 
presently the newspaper quickened 
masses in the community, hitherto 
politically ineffective, into informed 
activity. The politics and statecraft 
of Europe obsesased—astill to this 
day obsessed—by the doomed im- 
perial tradition, began neverthe- 
less a clumsy, slow adaptation to 
process of material change, 
unable to ignore its pressures and 
compulsions, but evidently indis- 
posed to recognize its nature. 

I use thie word “ind de- 
liberately. The political mind, like 
the legal mind, to which it is so 
closely akin, looks backward habit- 
ually, prefers precedents to Utopias, 
clings to the old and is pushed 
along by the new. Euro clings 
still to the imperial tradition four 
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0. ndred peoples are 41 
vided and destroy — in 
the feuds of dead trouble.

EUROPE NOT THE WORLD 

Continental Europe is being des- 
elated and destroyed by intellectual 
incapacity, by failure to recognise 
the obsolescence of its political 
ideas and traditions, But Europe 
is not the world, nor will its de- 
cline and fall be the end of the 
human story. In the United States 
of America, in this so-called Brit- 
ish Empire, and now in the United 
States of Russia, we must recog- 
nize a breaking away from tradi- 
tion complete as when the Roman 
Empire broke away from the forms 
and traditions of any previous po- 
litical synthesis. These new sys- 
tems arise not @ inherit but to 


au e. 

N is this conception of the hie- 
tery of the world during the last 
four centuries as being essentially 
in its broadest aspects a belated, 
forced and largely unconscious 
process of political adaptation to 
changing conditions, of vast sub- 
conscious and unwilling trials and 
experiments in new and greater 
political associations to replace 
that formerly dominant imperial 
idea, that I wish to put before my 
readers. It carries us on to the 
further realization that since the 
process of change in communica- 
tions is onl now approaching 
some sort of Umiting completion, 
the new political systems that ve 


app cannot be consider as 
anything but preliminary and 
transit systems. The United 
States America, the Spanish, 


Dutch and British colonial em- 
pires of eighteenth century, 
the Russian Empire and the sec- 
ond British Empire of the nine- 
teenth century, the British Empire 
of this present discussion, must all 
from the angle of this conception 
be seen as things experimen and 
transient, destined te the most 
extensive coalescence, readjust- 
ments and modifications in a few 
score years. 


WORLD PEACE FORESEEN 
The form to which these sayn- 
thetic material forces, this con- 
stant abolition of distance between 
state and state and man and man, 
are driving us all. even in spite 
of ourselves, is a common Pax Mun- 
Ai. a World Commonwealth, a Fed- 
eral suppression of armaments, a 
eral control of the production 
and distribution of staple products, 
a Federal direction of main-line 
sea and land transport and of the 
movements of population. To these 
things it seems to me human at- 
fairs trend now inexorably. The 
economic and financial world net 
grows tighter and closer; war be- 
comes so intimate and inconclu- 
sive and destructive as to become 
impossible. The old ideas may hold 
our race in a bloody and wasteful 
subjection for two or three cen- 
turies yet: but the Pax Mundi 
waits at the end of the passage. 
A man holding these opinions 
must necessarily judge the present 
British Empire without any fanat- 
ical loyalty, critically as a poasible 
half-way house or a possible ob- 
stacle to a more comprehensive 
and enduring synthesis. It ie not 
really the same thing as the Brit- 
ish “Empire” of 182%, which was 
a string of trading posts and areas 
ef economic predominance about 
the world, plus, John Company's 
fantastic acquisition of the dere- 
lict rule of the Great Mogul. The 
bulk of the present British Em- 
pire was created and held together 
by the steamship. This rendered 
possible the transfer of consider- 
able masses of population to new 
territories and the importation of 
bulky staples, of such things as 
wheat and cattle, across great 
stretches of ocean. The domin- 
ions wure made by the steamship 
and the telegraphic cables ang 
they constitute the freshest, most 
ullar feature of the present 


colonies of the old world nor the 
American colonies of the eight- 
eenth century were linked closely 
and abundantly enough to the 
mother country to prevent 4 final 
estrangement and detachment. The 
British dominions today are, on 
the contrary, kept in touch and 
more and more effectively kept in 
touch with each other and the 
mother country. Their mutual re- 
lationships are unprecedented. 
Their unity may be enduring. 


INDIA DIFFERENT PROBLEM 
But when we turn to the rela- 
tionship of Great Britain and 
these dominions on the one hand, 
and to India on the other, we find 
something entirely different, a new 
growth also, but of absolutely dit- 


ferent structure and different cap- 
abilities, something accidenta] and 
precarious and manifestly provi- 
sional. A London company run- 
ning a system of trading stations, 
acquired almost inadvertently 
amidst a wild political welter in 
India, the Empire of the Great Mo- 
sul. Great Britain has taken over 
this company’s possessions, on- 
larged them, given India a peace 
and a certain unity, educated her 
people but not widely nor suffi- 
ciently, developed her resources but 
not very generously, and manifestly 
has but the vaguest ideas of her 
future. The educational and in- 
tellectual development of the Brit- 
ish people has not kept pace with 
tue rapid expansion of British re- 
sponsibilities. Our world responsi- 
bilities have increased a hunédred- 
fold in the last century, but our 
educated class, our supply of poten- 
tial rulers, directors and the like, 
our university organizations, have 
not increased tenfold. 

It is an open question whether 
on the whole we have most ham- 
pered or benefitted India. Of vice 
versa. But at any rate it must be 
clear that the association of the 
Indian system with the dominion 
system is an accidenta) and tran- 
sitory association. They both bap- 


pen to be parts of the British m- 4 


pire, but there is no necessary con- 
nection. The two move at different 
rates and in divergent directions. 
A man may be—I know Austral- 
lans who are—what I may call a 
dominion-Imperialist, but not an 
Indian-imperialist. He may believe 
as I do, in the need for a sedulous 
preservation and intensification of 
the intellectual community of the 
English-speaking peoples and in an 
attentive care for every poasibility 
of understanding and sympathetic 
co-operation with the United States 
of America, and at the same time 
he may be as convinced as I am of 
our duty and obligation to educate 
and organize India as speedily as 
possible for separation, for « 
friendly and independent existence 
within the world commonweal of 
peoples. 


DRAW NEARER TO AMERICA 
We British have not sufficient 


natural moral and intellectual su- 
perlority to the Indian peoples,

But released Rem our 
entanglement with a population 
six or seven times as numerous as 
our own, our entanglement with

communities scattered round the 
earth, extending their educational! 
organization and developing their 
still crude intellectual and politi- 
cal possibilities, may play a mod- 
est and yet leading part in that 
great synthesis which will witi- 
mately give the world enduring 
peace. “Disentangle from India, 
draw nearer to America, come out 
of and keep out of ententes and 
alliances the contiment of 
Burope;” these are the broad lines 
upon which I concaive the British 
system may best serve itself and 


mankind, 

So far I have considered the 
British Empire on from the 
points of view of English- 
speaking dominions and of India. I 
will leave Egypt and Palestine, as 
they ought to de left, outside the 
discussion. They are, I take } 
relaxing protectorates. Nor will 
say more than a word or so about 
purely strategic possessions, Malta, 
Gibraltar and so torth; they are 
part of our armainent and their 
destiny is dependent upon the pos- 
sibility of a world association su- 
ciently convineing to make disar- 
mament possible. But there still 
remain great areas that are neither 
populated by kindred communities 
nor subject civilizations, barbaric 
regions that have been taken over 
in order to exploit their natural 
resources and prevent their being 
monopolized and closed against us 
by some hostile power. The great 
overseas “empire” of Spain in the 
sixteenth and seventeenth centu- 
ries was of this type. Such areas 
of economic subjugation are a very 
ancient type of foreign possession. 
In such a spirit C „ once 
held Corsica, Sardinia and a large 
part of Spain. In our own lives 
we have witnessed the sharing-out 
of tropical Africa among compet- 
ing European powers. Behind 
such division and ownership lies 
the conception of bitterly competi- 
tive, monopolistic trading states as 
the supreme form of human asse- 
cation. That is an obsolescent con- 
ception. 


TARIFF A FORM OF WAR 


The Americans decided a cen- 
tury and a half ago that one nec- 
essary condition of existence for a 
Federal union of sovereign states 
was universal free trade. All in- 
terference with the free movement 
of another community's trade, all 
tariff berriers and the like, are 
a mild form of war. It must be 
plain to everyone that the present 
division of Africa is extremely un- 
stable and that if the system of 
competitive powers in Europe is 
to go on, it is only a question of 
how long it will take France to 
feel secure enough against Ger- 
many to set about*fighting for the 
whole of raw material Africa. The 
organized peace of the world, the 
coming world civilization, demands 
not only a cessation of armaments, 
but a cesastion of commercial dis- 
crimination and such lke mate- 
rial injuries. 

But these areas of undeveloped 
natural resources, of unexploited 
forests and minerals and the like, 
sustaining only a sparse or under- 
civilized population, must have ad- 
ministration and development from 
without. If that is not to be the 
dangerous task and privilege of 
a single exploiting state it must 
be the task of some as yet non- 
existant body acting in the com- 
mon interest. Until that Federal 
body can be developed and 
equipped with forces and

assignation, reservation, mandate 
or monopolization of this or that 
region is entirely a temporary ar- 
rangement for o universal good. 
The British “Empire” in respect 
to this class of possession is ther- 
fore in the position of a trustee 
for an unborn but inevitable heir. 
Any federation of peoples or 
League of Nations or what-not that 
really undertakes the organization 
of a world peace must, „ a nec- 
essary function, inherit all the 
overseas and allen possessions that 
are not yet capable of an inteili- 
gent participation in world govern- 
ment, whether they are now 
“owned” by Great Britain or any 
other state in the world.

“The scene en route was inde- 
scribale and heart-rending.

C. B. said len 
it fine that there are no fires,” but 
at that we saw flame appearing. 
“Fires were now breaking out. 
Every step was toward the Grand 
Hotel, but the sight was distress- 
ing and screams rent the air. Fires 
were greater and were breaking 
out about the buildings all down 
the wind was blowing. It seemed 
all the lower earth was bringing 
the burning pit from below and 
Heaven had forsaken this earth. 
The sky at times was even out of 
sight and smoke made the sun a 
shadowed red spot in where 
Heaven should have been. As we 
pushed on hand in hand, stepping 
over deep fissures and crevices al- 
most too wide to get across, all 
this time our hearts were beating 
for Charlene for already we saw 
our hotel had fallen to a mass of 
brick, tron, glass and stone. 


HOTEL COMPLETE RUIN 

“Not even the walls of our wing 
of the hotel were standing. By

“While we moved from place to 
place to avoid the smoke and heat, 
we oould not but feel heartbroken 
for the sad Japanese about us— 
they were losing their lives, their 
homes, their all as the quake came 
so suddenly and with such violence.

ROWBOATS TIED UP

careful walking over the two boats 
filled with natives the best we 
could—all the time trying to avoid 
stepping on the suffering inmates. 
Some were bleeding from wounda, 
others were suffering from broken 
limbs and all sort of griefs were 
aboard. The wind tossed our boats 
about and after an hour of ebbing 
and rocking on this tossing sea.

(Continued from First Page) 
be built south to the city of Guada- 


lajara, where it would connect with 
Railroad of 


the Southern 
Mexico. 

Starting northward from Palom- 
as And Columbus, the road would 
run throwgh the heart of the vast 
fields of Western New Mexico, pro- 
nounced by the United States Geo- 
logical Survey to be 200 miles in 
length and 150 miles in width. The 
coal is excellent coking coal, which 
makes it most desirable for Men- 


co. 

The road would run through the 
San Juan coal and oil fields and 
the great farming valleys and fruit 
lands of Northwestern New Mexi- 
co, and on, northwest, through 
numerous populous towns and 
farming regions of Utah, to Salt 
lake City, its northern terminus. 
It would run also through a thou- 
sand miles of the richest part of 
old Mexico at the south, and al- 
most the same distance through 
New Mexico, Colorado and Utah at 
the north. 

“While the main line is not pro- 
jected to run into El Paso, yet 
suitable arrangements can prob- 
ably be made with the railroads it 
would cross for traffic, such as the 
Sout: irn Pacific and El Paso 
and Southwestern Railroads,” Prof.

GIVES STORY TO PRESS 


As soon as the immensity of the 
catastrophe became apparent, Mr. 
Hawk placed copies of the first 
messages in the hands of Jack 
Snell, Associated Press corres- 
pondent in Hawaii, and the other 
newspaper men on the island.

Expert’s Opinions of Import 
to Stock Market 


‘Long Pull’ Outlook Outlined 


for Coppers and Oils 


Keen Speculators Accumu- 
late Leading Shares 


BY EARLE E. CROWE 
Here in Los Angeles a few days 
ago a group of wise men gathered 
in convention uttered prophetic 
words of the greatest significance 
to the spectators of the country. 


They referred to the “long pull” 
outlook for the petroleum indus- 
try, but because the predictions 
did affect a future five or ten years 
distant, they were ignored by the 
rank and file of the speculators 
and investors. 

In many respects an analogous 
situation exists in the copper in- 
dustry for which electrical cngi- 
neers and far-sighted observers 
have been persistently asking for 
public recognition of their views 
for some years. 

Both copper and oil have prob- 
lems strikingly similar; both have 
futures equally assured, and in 
both the keen analyst of values 
has a rare opportunity to risk pres- 
ent funds for probable profits of 
some magnitude. 

A parallel is found in the early 
days of another basic industry. 
When Andrew Carnegie consented 
to retire and relinquish his hold 
on the control of steel, the United 
States Steel Corporation was 
formed, in which the public was 
asked to participate. 

Of those early stockholders, the 
relatively few who saw clearly the

To believe these prophecies is 
one thing, and to risk one’s money 
on them is another. But the hold- 
ers ‘of the long purse-string, the 
men who rise above the confusion 
surrounding the present status of 
both industries, are stuffing their 
strong boxes with the securities of 
the strongly entrenched copper and 
oll companies, and looking toward 
the day when they will see their 
beliefs justified. 

To forego present income for 
future profits is a hard decision for 
the man of moderate income, and 
the decision is made only by those 
of clear vision and of the stubborn- 
ess of conviction. 

To such men, the

VITAL MESSAGE 


Whatever import these state 
ments have politically and eco- 
nomically to the government of 
the United States, they can con- 
vey only one message to the dis- 
cerning speculator—higher prices 
for crude oil and gasoline, great- 
er profits for the wisely conducted 
companies with operating risks 
properly distributed, and eventual- 
ly, increasing market prices for

Investigations 
are concerned with its utilization 
in locomotives for fireboxes, flues, 
thermic syphons, fatigue tests of 
copper and copper alloys, corro- 
sion of brass pipes, corrosive in- 
fluences at work in water and 
solls, roofing and the use of cop- 
per in the field of high-tension 
transmision. 

The expansion in the demand 
for electrical energy, significant of 
the electrical age, is synonymous 
with the demand for copper. Flec- 
trification of railways, the con- 
struction of electric locomotives, 
long-distance tranemiasion of en- 
ergy all presage the inevitable ad- 
vance of copper to the kingship 
of the metals. 

As with oll, long pull prospect 
seems to resolve itself into one 
of the higher prices for the metal, 
increased earnings and materia! 
appreciation in the prices of the 
shares of the stronger companies.

Three more flights and another 
torii revealed the monument com- 
memorating the departure of Eno- 
shima from Buddhism to Shinte- 
ism, the national religion. There 
was a museum filed with 
strange antiques, the most interest- 
ing relic being that ad #0 be the 
writing of Nichiren, Japan's great 
Buddhist priest. There were also 
priceless paintings from the brush 
of master hands that had rested 
centuries within the pale mist of a 
lotus-filled Nirvana.

WORKED IN MINES 

The other cam®is were taken to 
Nevada to salt to the Com- 
stock mines. The Virginia City 
horses and mules were afraid of 
them, and disastrous runaways re- 
sulted. The board of aldermen 
passed a resolution that no camels 
should appear on the streets ex- 
cept between midnight and dawn. 
A young man of bibulous proclivi- 
tles awakened Doc McMeans, the 
leading physician, one night to 
confess that he had delirium tre- 
mens, only that instead of snakes, 
he was seeing camels. 

The camels got along in Nevada 
so long as they were left on the 
sandy desert, but, drafted to carry 
wood in the mountains, their 
hooves began to wear out. Evern- 
tually, they were returned to Ari- 
zona, and used in freighting ore 
from the Silver King mine down 
the Gila River to their old home at 
Yuma. Finally the whole herd 
was turned loose near Maricopa 
Wells om the Arizona desert. 


HUNTED BY APACHES 

Then life for the camels be- 
came one blasted thing after an- 
other. Lingering near “the over- 
land trail, they caused mule-teams 
to run away, scattering freight 
and teamseters over the desert. 
Mule-drivers began to carry rifles. 
The Apaches, who had grown fond 
of camel-fiesh in the old days, 
also deemed them good hunting. 
In 1882 several of the camels were 
rounded up and sold to a circus. 
The process of extermination was 
almost complete. Yet as late as 
1901 a Los Angeles pioneer stated 
in a public address that soldiers 
had seen wild camels, White with 
age.” on the Arizona desert not 
long before. 

But the consensus of opinion 
Seems to favor the idea that the 
last of Jeff Davis's camels died 
ten years before. One morning in 
October, 1891, the mules, horses. 
jackasses, and other quadruped 
citizens of Harrisburg, Arizona, 
fied their habitation and made in 
a body for the hills. The caug of 
the commotion became apparent 
when a big bull camel stalked up 
the main street and into the cor- 
ral enclosing the water supply. 
Open-mouthed and open-eyed the 
people clustered about the gate, 
looking at. the creature placidly 
helping himself to their drinking 
water. 


But one among them, Harry 
Wharton, knew the antecedents of 
this animal. Entering the cor- 
ral he struck the camel across the 
knees. It had been ten years 
probably since he had been thus 
saluted, but, responsive to his 
early training, the docile creature 
fell to his knees. Wharton 
mounted him, rode him two or 
three times around the corral, 
steered him out and to «a ravine 
about 300 yards away, and put «a 
bullet through his brain. Thus 
died the last of the American 
camels—American by thirty-four 
years of residehce in the country 
and by many years of in 
the Army. 

Two Mexicans made jerky of his 
meat and sold it to Mike Wels, 
who kept a store at Tyson's Wells, 
forty-five miles away. Harrisburg 
bought it from Wels, camouflaged 
as beef, and most of its people 
were mighty sick for a few days. 
The hand of Nemesis was seen in 
the case of old Bill Baer, one of 
the mule-drivers whe was fond 
of shooting camels ten years be- 
fore. Old Bill treated himself te 
a hearty meal of the bogus beef 
and nearly died. Nearly, but not 
quite, for he was still alive when, 
a few years ago, at the age of 92, 
he related this last chapter in the 
history of Jeff Davis's camels.

CAVE OF DRAGON 

Visitors and pilgrims, after see- 
ing the shrine of Benten, always 
found thetr way to the cave ot 
the dragon, so-called of its 
shape, fashioned by the Infinite 
Usknown into strange cosmic 
being. In its depths were laterals 
containing stone figures such as 
are seen in Japanese graveyards. 
At the ends of the leng corridor, 
372 feet long, was an empty shrine 
of Benten. This was the dragon's 
tall. In the passageways that 
formed the dragon's wings there 


were also empty shrines, as is the | mi 


custom with shinto places of wor- 
ship, the supplicant to 
the kam! or soul of the shrine. 

Benten, the goddess of the sea, is 
one of the seven divinities of luck. 
She is also rmantically referred to 
as patroness of love, beauty and 
eloquence. Japanese art represents 
her as riding on a dragon or serpent. 
which no doubt accounts for snekes 
being held sacred to her in cer- 
tain parts of Japan. Shrines of 
Benten are usually fouhd on is- 
lands. 


LEGEND OF ISLAND 

There is a legend explaining the 
association of Benten with the 
Island of Enoshima. In the sixth 
century it is aid a formidable 
dragon took possession of a cavern 
near Koshigoe, where stealing ahn- 
dren from the village, he devoured 
them. Benten, filled with pity for 
the unfortunates, determines to 
put a stop to it. She cauged the 
earth to quake as she hovered 
above the cavern of the dragon, 
concealed in the clouds. She after- 
ward married him and through her 
good offices put an end to the 
slaughter of little children. With 
the coming of Benten there arose 
from the sea the picturesque isiand 
of ——— which ever afterward 


in Japan, called Ryu-ja-sama, 
the august dragon serpent, known 
as the servent of Benten. I tis two 
or three feet long and about an 
inch in diameter.

WE HAVE OUR HARD TESTS 

We think ourselves fortunate 
that we are not subjected to any 
such faith tests now, but we have 
our testse—some of them scarcely 
less trying. Parents innumerable 
have been called upon to give up 
their children to the cause of the 
kingdom, both sons and daugbters 
—often an only child. 

It is natural that a parent should 
look forward to the time when the 
child, matured in youth and 
trained in righteousness, will be a 
staff to the parents in their declin- 
ing years.

‘Leonard's of Hollywood, is hold- 
ing two shows from the 26th inst. 
to October 10. The first consists 
of nineteen oil sketches from the 
brush of Marion Kavanagh Wach- 
tel, the second comprises new 
landscapes and figures by various 
Los Angeles painters, and several 
small figures in bronze by A. Phi- 
mister Proctor. 

The Leonard shows are becom- 
ing an anticipated event, for the 
lover of art knows that here will 
be found werk of sterling merit. 
with nothing cheap or shoddy in- 
terlarded— tor, alas! the shoddy is 
almost as prevalent in art as it is 
in commerce. Here and there we 
find an artist who discovers that 
he can “get away with” some sorts 
of bad work as easily as with the 
good, and, his palm itching for 
money, he prepetrates the crime. 

You may not know that Marion 
Kavanagh Wachtel does almost all 
her out-of-door sketching in the 
medium of ofl. These sketches are 
used as “notes” for the more de- 
liberate painting of pictures that 
she does in her studio, and her 
beautiful pictures are always, as 
we know, transparent water colors 
untovehed with baser matter.

It reacted just 
as I hoped it would, in pit pt the 
fact that I have violated a good 
many sacred traditions of the play- 
wright’s art. I do not believe they 
are worth a whoop, anyway. The 
ethice of ‘playwriting are a hand- 
cap to the playwright. The public 
does not care a hang how you con- 
struct or how you present a story: 
it wants to get a kick out of what 


getting the same sort of re- 
sponse from the public as that 
gained tn “The Cat and the Canary” 
I shall be most happy.”

EXHAUSTIVE STUDY 


One of the leading architects in 
America recently made an exhaus- 
tive investigation of the problem, 
the results of which he told yes- 
terday. 

“The height which a building can 
attain is, strictly speaking, only 
matter of the sise of the base,” 
he explained, “but opposing e¢o- 
nomie forees will retard the fur- 
ther development of sky-piercing 
fabricated structures. As the 


eventually the limit 
reached at a point where the e- 
vator shaft would occupy so much 
space that there would be left no 
rentable area. 

“The question of human safety 
also is a vital factor, and in case 
of a-panic the building must be 
emptied in the least possible time. 
If buildings went to undue heights 
it would take too long to get out 
all the occupants in case of mis- 
hap. All of these features, of 
course, involve the financial prod- 
lem and insofar as I can now fore- 
see there ie not much likelihood 
that the American skyscraper will 
be pushed much higher into the 
heavens than is now the case.”

It is Mr. Edwards's contention 
that realtors should take an active 

in politics, not necessarily to 
old affice, but to take an active part 
in moulding laws affecting the de- 
velopment for their city. He stated. 
for example, that Los Angeles’ 
greatest present need was for an 
efficient method of handling the 
trale situation, and that this calls 
for an immediate installation of a 
subway system. 

If traffic conditions are not - 
erly handled, he pointed out, the 
result will be to cause the finan- 
cial, retail, and other now -es- 
tablished districts to shift, that it 
has taken years to build up, and 
this is manifestly an unfair and 

ve condition.

Work on the new Western Cos- 


on South Broadway between Ninth 
and Tenth streets at a cost of $3,- 
760,000 will be commenced within 
the next fifteen days, according 
to an announcement by A. C. 
| Blumenthal and associates. 
papers closing the transaction 
have been signed and architects 
are rushing plans for the imme- 
diate commencement of operations. 
Kenneth MacDonald, Jr. archi- 
tect, has been commissioned to

Frank Meline Discusses. Develop- 
ment Principles Underlying 
New Tracts in Cities 


Subdivisions are the logical 


ment. There is nothing subtle about their inception. The 
process of subdividing is simply a co-ordinated plan of laying 
open new territory for habitation. It provides for systematic 
expansion along well-defined and intelligently thought out lines, 
and insures home buyers conveniences they otherwise would 


not have. 


Incidentally, ft eliminates hap- 
hazard setting by the “pioneers” 
who naturally gravitate to the out- 
skirts of any metropolis, to seek 
the open places and the nominal 
living costs they provide. 
The subdivider, however, laying 
out new territory in this manner, 
takes upon his shoulders an im- 
mense responsibility, beth moral 
and financial, that cannot 
Ughtly there.

This is the second of @ series of articles on Industrial Mexico, writ 
ten by Timothy C. Turner of the Los Angeles Times staf, who has just 
returned from a tour of Mexico, made in view of the vast possibilities for 
trade and industrial expansion, created by the recent recognition of Mex 


ico by the United States government. 


In the excitement of the French 
occupation of the Ruhr a very 
important consequence seems to 
have been overlooked—tits effect 
on trade In Latin America and par- 
ticularly in Mexico. The Ruhr oc- 
cupation of a sudden has removed 
a German competition that was 
crushing the American houses in 
Mexico, and the American is now 
top dog. This refers chiefly to the 
sale of things made of steel, ma- 
chines and hardware, which is one 
of the basic industries in any coun- 


tryl. 

It le one of the brightest things 
for America trade in Mexico. Be- 
cause of the low German exchange, 
the German merchant has been 
selling his goods, particularly ma- 
chines and harware, et ludicrous 


lower than the vatue of the raw 
copper in them. They sold ma 
chines at less than American manvu- 
tacturers like Westinghouse and the 
typewriter companies in the States 
could make them. it ils true that 
their supplies came irregularly 
since the war, but when they had 
none they stuck German labels on 
American hardwere until they 
could get another copy from Ger- 
many; an old trick t always «4 
good one. 


RUPPLY TO STEEL 

Now the supply from the steel 
factories , the Ruhr is shut off. 
The Germans are glum; the Ameri- 
cans happy. 

The Englishman as a rule sticks 
to his massive machines; made to 
last a lifetime and very ma- 
chines, but the Mexican will not 
pay the price. In South America 
the English compete with us be- 
cause the cost of our machines plus 
the freight rate makes a leas differ- 
en‘ial But in Mexico the English 
shipping cest is about the same as 
to Buenos Aires, and the Ameri- 
can is little more than to some 
parts of the State, and that lets 
the Britisher out. So he is not try- 
ing very hard in the Mexican field 
in the machinery and dware 


But the German lacks the Brit- 
ish scruples against making things 
light and cheap. The American 
machinery has a name all over the 
world for the best buy for the 
money; they are light but well 
made and the price plus the serv- 
ice just sults the Mexican rancher. 

The German therefore fashions 
his stuff after the American and 
since the mark has been so much 
a bushel basket full he has been 
able to offer cut-throat prices. 


MACHINERY SALES 
The sales of machinery are very 
important in considering the Mex- 
ican trade as a whole. Every 
Mexican city of any size has an 
American agency, usually run by 
an American. If the Mexican 
ranchman—and he is the backbone 
of Mexican economics—has confi- 
dence in American dealers and in 
American machines that confidence 
is going to be translated to other 
things. These same towns have 
German dealers, machinery agen-

We are already 
shipping batter and eggs to London. We 
have established a co-operative movement 
and we have 500 co-coperative societies of 
consumers alone. We have 200 co-operatives 
for arranging matters of credit, and the Co- 
operative Soctety of State Employes, which 
was originated about 1920, has thousands of 
members and its turnover amounts to many 
million roubles a year. We have cd-opers- 
tive societies for buying machinery and 
other supplies, and we are eliminating the 
middie-man as far as we can and giving the 
farmer the profit.” |

He refused at first, but when Latvia was 
half conquered and there seemed no pros- 
pect of saving the other half he gave us the 
right and said we should have our autonomy 
if we drove out the Germans. Then our 
whole nation went to arms. We fought 
with the enemy, recovered Livonia, and 
kept the Germans at bay for more than 
three years. Hindenburg said that had it 
not been for the seven Lettish regiments 
Riga would have fallen like a ripe berry 
into the dish of the Kaiser. Nevertheless, 
when the Bolshevists met at Brest-Litovsk, 
Latvia was ceded to the Germans and the 
cry went forth that the Baltic Sea would 
be a great German lake. It was only after 
the Armistice that the Letts§were able to 
form their national council and proclaim 
the country a free and sovereign state.”

“There is a form of neuralgic head- 
ache very prevalent among women, which 
most commonly has its origin in a very sim- 
ple cause, a cause which from its simplici- 
ty is frequently overlooked.

as typhoid fever patients treated with pow- 
erful antipyrin died at the rate of 25 to 50 
per cent. It has become our solemn duty to 
pause and weigh the reasons of this enor 
mons difference in the mortality.” 

The Brand bath is a full bath and should 
be given in all cases of typhoid fever, when 
the temperature has reached 102 or 103, 
sometimes every three hours. The tempera- 
ture of the bath should be 70, or even 68 
degrees. In cases of children the tempera- 
ture should be from 5 to 15 degrees high 
er; duration, ten to fifteen minutes. In or 
der to keep the temperature the same a 
piece of ice should be added every five min- 
utes. The attendant should rub the patient 
all the time during the bath. After removal, 
the patient should be wrapped in a woolen 
bianket, until completely dry. 

(6) Sheet bath: A sheet wrung as dry as 
possible from water at 50 to 60 degrees is 
thrown around the patient, and the nurse 
uses friction over the whole body for about 
five minutes.

Several of these measures have become 
laws, others may soon be enacted. 

The doctrine of the circulation of the 
blood was derided by medical men as a 
foolish fad.

Hydrotherapy 

OLLOWING is contributed by Dr. Cari 
Schultz: 

There are many methods of hydrotherapy 
in use. I cannot here go into details of ev- 
ery form of water treatment, or desertbe 
every procedure. I shall give here only a 
few where hydrotherapy may be used 
with advantage, and how it should be ap 
plied. The simplest kind of application is:

(1)-Ablution. This ia given either with 
the naked hands or bath gloves, or a wash 
cloth. A sponge does not give friction, and 
should be avoided. In fever, water ef 80 to 
60 degrees Fahrenheit should be In 
order to keep the same temperature 4 small 
piece of ice may be placed in the water. 
The face is first bathed, them the chest, 
arms, back, abdomen and lower limbs. This 
ablution may be given in all fever cases, 
and in spinal meningitis; also in insomaia 
—tin fact, in every disease. It has a most} 
quietening effect upon the nervous sytem. 


pall, over the shoulders ot the patient. The 
patient at the same time rubs the front of 
his body with both hands. Cold water is 
added from time to time, until the patient 
feels cold. The patient“ must be removed 
at once as soon as signs of shivering appear. 
The successive shocks imparted to the body 
by the moving streams of water, and the 
friction, stimulate the peripheral nerves and 
dilate the superficial vessels. The entire 
organism is refreshed, the effect being in- 
tense.

E FORGET that he had long included 
the eventuality of war in his arg@ 
ment against the extension of slavery. Six 
years, before, back in 1854, in that perhaps 
greatest of all his speeches, where he 
crystallizes the emotion and thinking of all 
his life he matter, he had warned that 
the repe of the Missouri compromise 
meant “blows and bloodshed.” Throughout 
his struggle with the question: there had 
been a dark and tragic vein, a premonition 
of disaster to come. What held him? What 
made him think now that better than yield- 
ing, as sO many were crying in his ears to 
do, was war? There had to be something 
profound in the mind of this man who 
never shrank from a face, never refused to 
look at suffering or ugliness or falsity, and 
had not from the beginning of his life— 
something very great indeed to reconcile 
him when at last the thing he had always 
dimly foreseen was there to the fact. 
There is no question that there was a tre- 
mendous, an overpowering ideal, a vision 
so appealing in its beauty that for Lincoln 
it seemed little that men should suffer and 
die that it might be realized. It was noth- 
ing else than the vision of a state where 
men need not suffer and die because the 
fundamental needs of all men for freed 
and a chance to work out their happin 
would be ‘satisfied. In what he 
there was no heat, no ambition, 
to coerce—Sothing but the fact 
must support what he believed to 
one method through which universal 
would finally be attained, and that was 
Unionism—the theory now so badly tangled.

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hand and plans should be made now 

for new beds or additions to old ones. 
for some change should come to the rose 
supply each year, even though it be but one 
new bush. Every year sees the introduc- 
tion of new sorts and some of these are, in 
one or more points, better than some of 
the old ones of the same class. Ik you have 
one or more bushels that are unsatisfactory, 
why keep them’ Put in a pew one or two. 

Rose bushes need the ground to them 
selves and should not be mixed with trees 
or shruba They also thrive best in shel- 
tered positions, not exposed to winda, yet 
away from buildings or high walls. They 
should also be in full sun «':cept you may 
try for summer blossoms by planting a few 
in the shade of a large tree or of an arbor: 
never put them in the lea of a solid byild- 
ing. Roses do best when grown alone and 
when other flowering plants are placed 
among them they seem leas thrifty. If in 
terplanted with anything, the plants shoul 
be low and of shallow rooting sorts. 

All classes of roses do best in heavy soils. 
but the teas and hybrid teas will thrive 
fairly well in light soils if well fed and well 
watered. If one has sandy soil, it is well 
to get a few loads of black adobe for the 
rose bed. If soil is naturally a clay, some 
provision should be made to insure gool 
drainage Roses need deep and frequent 
irrigations, but the water must not stagnate 
about the roots. The most successful grow. 
ers, in small gardens, excavate three feet 
before planting and insure satisfactory 
drainage 

Roses are heavy feeders and large crops 
of ‘arge roses of good color are dependent 
on good food supply. If the soil is light. 
manure from dairies is best, for it aids in 
finding soil more than other animal ma- 
nures. For roses in general, any manures 
are the best plant food. If commercial fer. 
tilizers are used, purchase those with a 
heavy organic hase, do not use mineral 
fertilizers, for we of Southern California 
should do everything we can to increase soil 
humus. Ground bone is a commercial com 
modity that is especially good for roses, for 
it is slowly available and is not all used up 
the first year. One of the finest beds the 
writer has seen, containing blossoms of the 
highest class and size, is spaded very deep 
ly once each year, stable manure being 
turned under. The surface is then covered 
with at least four inches of strawy manure 
and no cultivation is given until the next 
year. Irrigation is given by laying down a 
garden hose and having water run for sev- 
eral hours 

if roses have been mildewed each year, 
make up your mind to prevent it this sea- 
son. Put flowers of sulphur in a piece of 
cheesecloth, thin enough so sulphur may 
get through, and “pounce” this bag on the 
foliage once a week through the season, be- 
ginning before mildew comes. hy this 
method you will keep the disease away. it 
will come with damp, chilly nights. Aphis 
or green flies, may be kept from injurigsz 
plants by fiercely spraying with garden hose 
when first the insects appear; but if the 
sulphur is present, aphis will not be. There 
fore, prepare!

Gypsum on Clay 


A reader of this department writes that 


she has recently acquired an acre home 
plat where thé subsoil is a grayish clay 
with a few inches of heavy biack soil on 
top. She has been advised to apply typ 
sum and others have told her gcypsum is 
valueless. She wishes to treat soil now 
and build and plant in spring. Some oll 
trees dug out show roots penetrated pa. 
ingly to a considerable depth. She does not 
wish to dig holes, or to dynamite. 

There is no doubt of the creat value of 
an application of gypsum to this land. 
Use one ton, evenly distributed over the 
surface and cultivated in lightly. This is 
better than: plowing it under, as its action 
is needed on the top soil. Later, this top 
soil may be turned under with greater bene- 
fit. The texture of the soil will be much 
improved. The stickiness will be much less 
noticeable and soil will be dry enough to 
work tus or three days earlier than similar

Evergreen Oaks 

Charies H. Shinn writes: The evergreen 
or “live oaks” from a distinct class in which 
three or four stand out conspicuousity. ! 
say three or four because one of them, the 
‘Tanbark Oak, is not called an oak at all by 
some botanists, but is classed with the F 
sanias, of which there are nearly a hundred 
species in Southern Asia, though but this 
one in California. These Pasanias are as 
nearly related to the chestnuts as to the 
oaks, have chestnut-like leaves and upright 
catkins like a chestnut instead of the droop 
ing flowers of the oaks.: The fruit, however, 
is very plainly an acorn, thought the acorn 
cup is bristly and suggestive of a chestnut- 
burr. 

The Tanbark Oak is commercially the 
most useful of our California oaks. It ix a 
smooth-trunked tree with light green leaves, 
shiny on top as a rule but woolly on the un- 
der side. It occurs in the Coast Ranges 
from Southern Oregon to Lower California, 
but is commonest and best in Humboldt, 
Mendocino, Sonoma, Santa Cruz and Mon- 
terey counties here the redwood grows 
bent and where it is cut tor its bark, which 
is of great value to the leather industry 


The wood is either left on the ground to de- 
cay or is hauled off for firewood. It is the 


hardest and most beautiful of our Cali. 
fornia oak woods, really suitable for furni- 
tire, but has not been so ued except as an 
experiment. 

The Coast Live Oak the oak that named 
Oakland and is the glory of the Berkeley 
campus and common in Southern California 


is a low, broad tree, usually with « trunk 
One to two feet in diameter and « heie of 
fifty feet. though occasionally found 60 to 
70 and even % feet in height and three feet 
through in favorable locations The largest 
recorded specimen, over 100 feet high and 
more than six feet through. is in the Oini 
Valley, Ventura county. 

This Coast Live Oak occurs in the Coast 
Ranges from Sonoma county to Lower Cali 
fornia. The leaves are similar to holte 
leaves and when mature curl over, partial!) 
biding the undersurface The bark on 
young trees is licht. but old trees have the

of forming buttresses at their bases. hien 
sometimes grow out from the trunk with 
sufficient abruptness to form seats. The 
leaves vary greatly, being sometimes entire 
at the edge, sometimes toothed, but like the 
rest of the evergreen oaks they are never

The Tallest Tree 

The California redwood grows taller than 
the socalled “big tree.” but eucalypts in 
Australia grow taller than either It seems 
that the tallest trees cannot he also the 
largest in girth, for the greatest trunk «: 
ameter recorded is that of a European 
chestnut, nearly twice as great as that of 
our largest “big tree 

The tallest tree of which we have an 
thentic record is a eucalypt, near Ferusha u 
in the Dandenong district of Victoria, Au» 
San Francisco, October 23-28. As the State 
known as almondleaved gum or “mess 
mate was 430 feet high and sixty feet 
girth a score of years ago.

INTERESTING SPECIAL FEATURES PLANNED. BY HENRY W. KRUCKEBERC.

— — 
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F WE are to believe the reports of breed- 
ers and exhibitdérs, the show of 
the Los Angeles Coumcy ir, to be held 

in Pomona October 16 to 20, will rival that 
of the State Fair in number of entries and 
in importance. As already intimated in 
these columns, the management hopes to 
stage no less than 1800 birds and prepara 
tons are now in progress to meet such a 
contingency. The tent, under whose ample 
folds the show will be held, will be 100 by 
260 feet, and, with the exception of some 
specialty displays, devoted wholly to exhi 
bition poultry. Its situation will be ideal, be- 
ing located just at the right of the main en- 
trance, thus insuring a splendid attendance. 
Usually the poultry division of fairs ts 
relegated to some obscure section of the 
grounds, where neither visitors nor exhib- 
itors command the recognition to which 
they are entitled. Since both are funda. 
mental to the success of the fair, their 
needs and requirements are being carefully 
provided for at Pomona. 

in addition to the show itself, there will 
be other fixtures calculated to attract 
breeders, farmers and exhibitors. Among 
such may be mentioned a meeting of the 
California Rhode Island Red Club on the 
afternoon of October 18, on which occasion 
Judge William C. Tallant, a recognized au- 
thority on the breed from Oklahoma, will 
give a talk on “Breeding Poultry for Exhibi- 
tion.” The Ancona Club will also hold a 
meeting. 

Col. W N. Selig of the Selig Park Zoo is 
much interested in the fair and has prom- 
ised to make an exhibit of waterfow!l, 
cranes and other rare birds in connection 
with the poultry show. In the East he has 
staged a number of such exhibits in con- 
nection with sportsmans shows. With the 
co-operation uf the Pomona City Park De- 
partment, it will be possible to give this 
exhibit a realistic touch by transplanting 
bamboos and other suitable shrubs in the 
enclosures containing these rare specimens 
of the web-and-feather tribes. The Pomona 
Valley Poultry Breeders, under the direc- 
tion of its president, is arranging to have 
an educational booth, combined with a rest 
room where poultrymen can meet. It is the 
‘im of the management to have these meet- 
ings become known as a place where fanci- 
ors and commercial poultrymen can come 
together on common ground, exchange 
views, ideas, etc. and get acquainted. 

It is interesting to note that while the 
enterprise bears the name of a county fair.

N A refiew of Dallas (Tex.) market condl- 

tions, a recent isste of the Pacific Coast 
Packer reported that: “A straight carload 
ot blackberries was received here from 
Washington and met with such favor that a 
repeat order was booked. A similar recep- 
tion was given a mixed car of strawberries 
and red raspberries from California.” ‘This 
suggests that some markets of the West 
would welcome heavier shipments of ber- 
ries from California, and reminds us that 
Southern California is rather lame on the 
shipping of small fruits, especially black- 
berries and raspberries. 

There is a good reason for this. The ber- 
ry-crowing industry of Southern California 
has so long been in the hands of foreigners 
that it has been developed into an activity 
controlled by a few growers, who, by organ- 
izing, have kept the acreage down and have 
not attempted to cultivate distant markets. 
They are able to get just what they want 
for the crop and are satisfied with condi- 
tions as they are. This is particularly true 

in the case of bushberries, for shipments of 
strawberries are made early in the season 
to other than local markets. But conditions 
will change in the next few years. Already 
more interest is being shown in bushber- 
ries, and several American growers are 
making substantial plantings. There are 
many districts in Southern California that 
are favorably located for the culture of all 
sorts of berries, districts which have not 
been tried out. San Diego county lands 
now under irrigation should produce good 
early crops of blackberries, while many in- 
land areas could be planted to later-maturing 
varieties. 

The development of outside markets wil 
stabilize the industry once it is established 
on a “free” basis. That this reorganization 
is not far off is predicted by few American 
growers in the business. Just now the in- 
dustry needs more growers who are willing 
to co-operate and to bring their activity 
up to the standard of other agricultural en- 
terprises of Southern California. 


For Better Orange Markets 
¥ TILE control of orange picking, the 
orange market can largely be con- 
trolied, believes J. A. Steward, sales mana- 
ger of the Mutual Orange Distributors, 


Redlands. According to Mr. Steward, the“ 


place to tackle the market problem is not 
in the ‘Kast, where the bulk of the fruit is 
sold, but right here in Southern California, 
where it is produced. He favors one big 
pool for the navel orange crop in each as- 
sociation.

This system of 
spreading shipments has been tried out 
with success during the Imperial Valley 
cantaloupe and lettuce deals, and there is 
every reason to believe that the citrus in- 
dustry could benefit from some such or- 
ganized marketing effort.

WHY MUTUAL WATER COMPANIES 


GO ON THE ROCKS 


BY A MUTUAL WATER COMPANY MANAGER 


O MUCH attention ts being directed to- 

ward co-operation in agricultural circles 

that it seems fitting that co-operative 
water companies, or what is better known as 
mutual water companies, should come in for 
their share. 

Here in the West, where irrigation is such 
a vital factor in agriculture, and especially 
in this part where practically all of our wa- 
ter is raised from wells wita pumps, it nat- 
urally follows that an economical produc 
tion of water has a very direct bearing upon 
the profits of the farmer. 

Now, economy in water production rests 
upon the following three factors: 

First, an underground water level which 
is high enough so that the lift to the sur- 
face places the water on the land at a price 
that is nsurate with the crop pro- 
duced. Oranges, for instance, can be pro- 


render vegetables unprofitabte; vegetables 
can be produced where water prices would 
be prohibitive for alfalfa. 

Second, the machinery which does the 
lifting must be of a type which produces the 
greatest efficiency and has the longest life. 
There are a large number of pumps on the 
market; some admirably suited for certain 
conditions would be practically failures un- 
der other conditions. This is a matter that 
successful water compauies and individuals 
have considered very carefully. 

Third, the power, both the kind of power 
and its cost. Next to market prices for crops 
the cost of power has come in for as much 
unfavorable comment as anything having to 
do with the farmer’s life. The writer has vis- 
ited many pumping plants in different local- 
ities and has found that the first thing the 
average farmer does is to damn the power

‘TABLE GRAPES PROMISING CROP 


FOR THE SAN FERNANDO VALLEY 


URING the past three years there has 
been much interest In the growing of 
grapes in the San Fernando Valley, 

many hundreds of acres having been planted 
out to vineyards during that time. As a 
result of this interest the agricultural ex- 
tension service for Los Angeles county, in 
tion with the Division of Viticulture 
of the University of California college of 
agriculture, a year and a half ago, under- 
took a planting of grapes of eleven differ 
ent varieties for test in the valley. Al 
though there were hundreds of acres of 
grapes already planted in the district, most 
of these were wine grapes and but few were 
of the standard commercial table-grape va- 
rieties. There was some doubt, therefore, as 
to just which varieties of table grapes 
should be planted in the great farming sub- 
urb lying to the northwest of Los Angeles. 
The experimental plot was located at 
Chatsworth, on the place of Norman John- 
son, which was later sold by Joseph Arnold. 
Eleven different varieties were planted in 
March, 19223. These varieties included 
Kurtelaska, Golden Queen, Dattier, Chaouch, 
Henab, Damas Rose, Hunisa, Molinera, Red 
Emperor, Cornichon and Black Monukka. 
These plots have been watched by the 


agricultural extension service and an effort | ture.

has been made to train them according to 
the cordon system of pruning advocated by 
Prof. F. T. Bioletti of the university staff. 
The vines have made an excellent growth 
during this second season and, observers of 
the experiment say, are a splendid demon- 
stration of the possibilities of this system 
of pruning. 

A double system of wires stretched be 
tween two posts has connecting smaller 
posts for supports. Last winter the year-old 
vines were cut back to two buds and this 
spring one shoot has been trained along the 
wires, making a single trunk. Lateral 
shoots have been allowed to grow this 
main trunk. This system of prun -gives 
a good opportunity for the bunches of fruit 
to hang down without being bruised.

The pump threw 180 inches of 
water on a seventy-foot lift with a No. 7 
special pit pump sixty feet down and a fifty- 
horcapower dtrect connected motor forty 
feet below the surface. This plant showed 
70.2 per cent efficiency. After ten years the 
pump was made about as good as ever for 
an expenditure of $150 and is now pumping 
every day.

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VALLEY LETTUCE Is 
NOW BEING PLANTED 


- CALIPATRIA.—With the recent break of 
hot weather in Imperial Valley, lettuce 
planting was started, and from all indica- 
tions the largest acreage in the history of 
the industry in the valley will be given over 
to the crop. The plantings are variously es- 
timated at from 15,000 to 25,000 acres, the 
amount being based on the quantity of seed 
being purchased and land actually being 
prepared. Field work has been under way 
for a number of weeks, many ranchers do- 
ing their work at night by the moon's sil- 
very rays instead of under the scorching 
rays of old Sol. 

Those planting lettuce at this time run 
the risk of poor germination, as lettuce seed 
is not supposed to germinate in a tempera- 
ture of over 90 degrees. Even should the 


weather would shrivel the young plants, 
making another planting necessary. This

Vegetables in Southern California is the soil, 
for every inch of backyard is, when proper 
ly prepared, a potential producer of succu- 
lent greens, nourishing roots or tasteful 
fruits of the vegetable kingdom. 

For the newcomer here, the prospective 
gardener who does not understand the ways 
uf the turnip and the cabbage in the South- 
land backyard or city4tot garden, the fol 
lowing paragraphs concerning the prepara- 
tion of the soil and the selection and plant 
ing of adapted varieties of vegetables will 
be of value. 

After the warm months of the summer, 
more or less rubbish and dried vegetation 
accumulate on neglected gardens, and if the 
plot has been cared for, usually corn stalks, 
bean vines and the like will need be re 
moved before the soil can be prepared for 
planting again. Such refuse should not be 
hauled away, but burned on the spot, so that 
the ashes will benefit the soil, or composted 
do that it may be later used for fertilizer. 

When clear the next step is to prepare 
the plot for irrigation, for, after the dry sea- 
son, the soil is without sufficient moisture to 
bring up seed. This water should be ap 
plied by flooding the land in question by 
means of “checks” or small, square beds 
ridged up with a hoe and high enough to 
hold a go! quantity of water.

The term shock absorber, ex- 
cept in a very limited application, | 
is a misnomer, according to H. R.

“Generally speaking.” he con- |

Vices now on the market may be 
divided into classes, those that 
operate on the principle of 
supp enting spring action and 
those that check or control the re- 
coll or reaction of the springe The 
two classes are entirely different 
in construction, In action, and in 
effect and should be differentiated, 
as their manufacturers endeavor 
to differentiate them, by totally 
unlike names. The term shock | 
absorber should be limited to de- 


vices that are in reality shock ab- 
sorbers.”
